JAPANESE MINISTER
IN SECLUSION FOR
PART I SCANDAL

Toklo, Aug. S0.—tAssociated
Press  Corrcspondence. )—To  divest
himself of all titles and honors und
to retice Into seclusion probably for

the rest of his 1ife, is the punlshiment
that haz falles on Viscount Kunetake
Oura, bhowe minister in the Okuma
cihinet, whose connection with  the
parliamentary bribery scandal led to
the resiguatlon of the Okuma minis-
try. The lot of Viseount Gura les
typically representative of taat which
bhefalls one of distinetion in Japan
whose ucts have cause’ a natlonal
scandal,

In addition to resigning his port-
folio in the cabinet und his seat in
the house of peers, Viscount Oura hins
withdrawn from all public assocla-
tions and activities including his
leadership In the governmental Dos-
hikal group and has even transferred
his title to his helr, He is expected
to pass the remalnder of his days In
obseurity.  His fall §s all the great-
er when it is borne in mind that as
home minister he would have been a
leading figure in the great coronalion
festivities In Novewber aud for his
services would have been ‘grantod en-
viable honors subsequent to the coro-
nation.

Viscount Oura has occupied a fore-
most position on the political stage of
Japan for aany years. His life em-
bodies a rise {rom humble cireums-
stances to great honors by capacity
and energy. He began as o ser-
geant In the Tokio police forces when
the modern police system was inau-
gurated in 1871. He rose rapidly un-
til, resigning his post, he entered the
army and took part in the Formosan
expedition in 1874. Ile later was en-
gaged in the Satsuma rebellion. Af-
ter holding a succession of civll of-
fices he hecame governor of various
prefectures and in 1899 was apvointed
to the important post of superinten-
dent-gencral of police. Two years
later he was recognized as a minis-
terlal timber and became minister of
communications in the Katsura cabi-
net. It was about this time that the
title of Viscount was conferred upon
him.

He became very actlve as a sup-
porter of Prince Katsura in the for-
mation and extension of influence of
the Dosnikal party, the-leadership of
wiich he shared with Baron Kalo,
minister for foreign affairs.

Viscount Ourn s Known to many
people. in Great Britain In conse-
quence of his visit there In 1910 as
ppesident of the Anglo-Japanese ex-
Jbition.

It'is
récalled that upon his return to!
Japan he delivered some very caustic
criticlsm to Japanese merchants con-
carning their commercial morality and
urged on immediate reform.

It the political crisla created by
the resignation of the Okuma cabl-
net shows the extent of political {n-
trigue In Japan and has shocked
Japanese because of the revelation of
bribery, it has at the same time heen
an occaslon of conslderable rejole-
ing. This Is du to the fact that the
independence of the Japanese judi-
ciary has been established In a way
to satisfy the most exacting. It iz
pointed out that had the Okuma cab-
Inet not been honest it might have
used its influence to smother the ju-
dlclal Inquiry into the bribery scan-
day. However, despite the fact that
the investigation - must {inevitably
lead to the collapse of the ministry
the inquiry under the direction of
Mr. Ozaki, the minister of justice,

as p‘u.lted on to the end.

BRITISH HAVE TAKEN
HOOGE MINE-CRATER
AFTER BLODDY FIGHT

Hritish Headquarter in  France,
Aug. dl.-—~(Assoclated VPress (Corre-
spondence.)—The Lritish lave re-
Ltaken the mine-crater at Hooge in
one of the most pleturcsque actions

seen along the British (ront for a long
time. Hooge 8 the uawe of . what
way once a village In o rogion as flat
as o billlard table. It i« in the Ypres
sallent, where, It {8 generally ngreed,
more blopd has “becn spilled  than
over any simllar length of line on the
western front with the exception of
Souchez, where the French mnde their
first attack In May and June.

The blowing up of a mine under
the German trench recently  made
Hooge about the hottes! place in the
Yupres sallent. It was one of the larg-
est mines the British have exploded,
and it made a hole.in the carth about
forty feet deep anigd seventy feet
across. The Britlshi  charged ,and
took possession of the position.

In reply to the mine, the Germans
brought upu thelir' finme-clector ap-
paratus which they had tried on the
French before but now
Biritish for the first time. Around
the edge of the mine-crater tie Eng-
Hshmen and the Germans were, at
one place, only five fect apart. The
crater was so blg amd it had so dis-
figure:dl the landscape tiat [t wus
difficult to "consolidnts” the posi-
tion. as the officlal bullelins say par-
ticularly when showoers of bombs
from cither sid: punished any enter-
prise on the part of the other.

On top of a bombardment of ail the
neighboring part of ihe Dritish line
where the trenches were father apart
and of bombardment with mortars and
bombs where they were close togeth-
er, the Germans sudtienly spraysd
the British front with fire over a sec-
tion where their infantry attacked.
The Dritish had to give up their cra-

I

ter and Hooge too and some five
hundred yards of trenches, When
they set out to recover the lost

ground at first they found the Ger-
mans find the llne bristling with ma-
chine guns, so they regalned only one
end of what they had lost.

The rule in the Ypres salient seems
to be never to lic down tamely afler
any set-hack. Both.sides flght  to
recover n loss no Bpuwr what the
cost. Sanguinary hattles are wai;ml
for few acres of ground. 'All oné day
the British kept® an.almost continu-
ous roar of shells over other parts of
the salient. They made the German
trenches bofl with dust under clouds
of sbrapnel smoke. The Germnan
guns replled. ‘They threw in some
more seventeen-inch 'sliells into the
ruine of Ypres and’lrto’ other points
which they had not @énslgered worthy
ot seventeen-inch, before, , The thun-
ders of this artillery pual could be
heard thirty to forty miles to the
rear. It made a sound like the roll of
a drum with dlmost no Interval be-
tween tie shots. Nothing heavier
had been heard since Souchez.

About two the next,morning n’uns
which had. been silent 'before came
into action. They weré all dirzcted
on the German tremélies at Tiooge,
sonding tons of high explosives and
storms ‘ol shrapnei. Then at  4:15
by all the watches of gunners and
infantry men the gung stopped. Tae
next minute a British major at the
head of a bettalion line leaped over
tha parapet. ‘As he said. he found
“pohody at home." -The Germans
vierc In their dugouts according to
the custom on such occasions, taking
shelter from the tornade of shell-fire
which makes even a lookout hardly
possible. Turning the corner of a tri-
verse, tha major falrly bumped into &
German who had come out of his

| dug-out to see why thq nhnlling mc!
‘| stopped.

“We'll give ourselves up,” sald a
German officer starting uup the wall
of the crater. “You've got us.”

As the Germans came up some of
the British shook hands with them,
add soon they were marching along a
road in the midst of a German shall-
fire smoking clgarettes given them by
their captors. Meanwhile it was
gtab and thrust in other places till
Briton or German was down.

Rushing up the traverses the Brit-
ish drove the ermans before them
with bombs gaining more ground. In
addition to their own bombs they
used the Germans' “One German
prisoner showed me how to use them,”
sald a British bomb-thrower. “lHe
did it instinctively when he saw 1
was fumbling with ft.
